Mrs.  Randolph  Convinced  That  It 
Was  Her  Husband  Who  Jumped 
From  the  Fail  River  Boat. 

There  seems  now  to  be  no  doubt  that 
It  wiis  Albert  PI.  Randolph,  a  well 
known  leather  dealer  of  this  city,  who 
committed  suicide  bj'  jumping  into 
the  water  on  a  trip  of  the  steamship 
Priscilla  from  New  York  to  Fall  River 
last  Tuesday. 

Mr.s  Randolph  was  seen  yesterday 
afternoon  at  the  Hotel  Oxford,  and 
stated  that  there  is  absolutely  no  doubt 
in  her  mind  that  Mr.  Randolph  was 
'  the  man  who  committed  suicide.  She 
did  not  say  upon  what  evidence  she 
based  her  opinion,  nor  whether  her 
daughter  Louise  had  received  any  let- 
ter from  her  father,  but  the  dispatch 
from  Fall  River  yesterday  stated  that 
a  letter  had  been  found  by  the  porter 
of  the  boat  addressed  to  Miss  Ran- 
dolph. 

An  intimate  friend  of  the  Randolph 
family,  livlnir  at  the  Oxford,  said  that 
he  was  certain  that  Mr.  Randolph  was 
I  the  suicide.      Ho  said  that  ever  since 
!  liust  March,   when  Mr.   Randolph  was 
j  injured  in  New  York,  he  had  not  been 
feeling-  well,  and  thought  it  very  likely 
that  he  )ni£ht  have  jumped  overboard 
when  having  a  spell  of  illness. 

Mr.  Randolph  had  been  known  in 
the  leather  trade  for  mony  years.  He 
began  as  a  salesman  for  the  Boston 
Belting-  Company,  then  became  asso- 
ciated with  the  firm  of  Worthley, 
Downs  &  Co.,  and  later  with  <3eorge 
A.  Alden  &  Co..  for  whom  he  made  a 
trip  to  Euiope  a  few  years  ago.  For 
the  past  three  or  four  years  Mr.  Ran- 
dolph has  been  interested  in  several 
ventures  on  his  own  account. 

He  represented  a  large  amount  of 
Engljf^h  capital,  and  had  been  engaged 
in  important  business  dealings  during 
the  U  St  few  v/eeks.  He  had  his  of- 
fice in  New  York  at  55  Liberty  Street.
